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Graduation  Speech  '92 

Who  would  have  thought  it  would  end  like  this?  Almost  five  years  have  passed  since  I  first  visited 
the  school.  I  was  just  tall  enough  to  see  the  main  building  over  the  front  seat  of  our  car.  Since  that 
time,  we  have  all  seen  the  school  undergo  innumerable  changes:  with  the  beginning  of  co-education, 
the  construction  of  School  House,  Kaye's  House,  and  the  Annex,  the  leadership  of  three 
headmasters,  and  now,  the  last  male  graduates  of  Groves'  House.  These  changes  have  affected  us 
all,  both  positively  and  adversely  at  different  times. 

During  these  five  years,  we,  too,  have  changed  and  developed  as  individuals,  and  as  a  class. 
Whether  it  was  mnning  through  the  tunnel  as  a  member  of  the  first  fifteen,  or  bagging  the  lead  role  in 
a  play,  we  have  all  been  given  the  opportunity  to  achieve  our  full  potential  in  this  school.  I  speak  for 
most  of  us,  however,  when  I  say  that  these  are  not  the  most  valuable  memories  that  we  will  leave 
with  tomorrow.  Beyond  all  of  the  achievements,  is  the  sense  of  community,  the  friendships  we  have 
formed  over  the  years.  As  our  recollection  of  the  school  becomes  more  nostalgic,  the  events  that  will 
remain  fondly  in  our  memories  will  be  late  night  discussions  with  roommates,  experiences  on  tour, 
and  camping  out  with  the  Headmaster. 

The  results  of  these  experiences  and  memories  bring  us  to  this  day,  and  Graduation.  We  see  here  the 
culmination  of  many  people's  efforts.  For  our  parents,  it  is  the  result  of  eighteen  years  of  nurturing. 
For  our  teachers,  both  in  and  out  of  the  classroom,  we  represent  the  fruits  of  their  labour.  To  these 
people,  and  the  countless  others  involved  in  the  achievements  of  today,  the  entire  Grad  class  owes  a 
very  heartfelt  thank  you,  as  without  you,  today  would  never  have  been  possible.  This  is  very  much  a 
personal  achievement  for  each  Graduate,  however,  as  the  work  that  we  have  done  has  been  for  our 
own  benefit  and  satisfaction.  There  have  been  difficult  times  for  all  of  us,  but  the  fact  that  we  are 
sitting  here  today  demonstrates  that  we  have  worked  through  them,  and  that  we  are  ready  for  the  new 
challenges  that  await  us  jtfjfl 

It  could  be  said  that  this  year,  the  change  to  co-education  is  complete,  as  today  12  boys  will  graduate, 
being  the  last  to  have  known  Shawnigan  as  an  all-boys'  school.  To  these  boys,  I  would  like  to  say 
that  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  experienced  the  school  in  the  most  dynamic  moments  in  its 
history.  Keep  these  memories  of  the  old  school  alive,  as  it  moves  away  from  its  past.  At  the  same 
time,  however,  we  must  acknowledge  the  contribution  that  the  girls  have  made  to  the  school.  They 
are  now  very  much  a  part  of  life  at  Shawnigan:  I  think  inter-house  academics  can  vouch  for  that. 

Altogether,  this  will  be  a  day  of  lasts.  Most  importantly,  it  will  be  the  last  day  that  we  wiH  spend 
together  as  students  of  Shawnigan  Lake.  That  is  what  makes  Graduation  at  Shawnigan  so 
significant  At  day  schools,  Graduation  is  simply  a  ceremony  and  a  diploflk  but  here  we  are 
celebrating  the  end  of  a  way  of  life.  The  end  of  something  which  has  dominated  our  thinking,  and 
perspective  for  as  long  as  five  years.  As  we  encounter  the  culture  shock  of  the  world  outside 
Shawnigan,  and  we  spread  throughout  the  globe  leading  our  separate  lives,  letkis  never  forget  that  we 
have  all  shared  in  something  special  here.  There  will  be  moments  of  loneliness,  and  regret.  At  those 
times,  it  will  be  important  to  remember  what  we  have  learned  here  about  people,  and  friendships,  and 
memories. 

The  last  thing  I  wanted  to  do  today  was  to  speak  a  lot  of  flowery  words  just  to  bring  out  a  few  tears, 
but  this  is  an  emotional  moment.  I  flunk  that  I  can  speak  for  every  Grad  in  saying  that  when  we  leave 
those  school  gates  tomorrow  morning,  for  the  last  time  as  a  student,  it  will  be  with  a  tear  in  ourj^e, 
and  the  thought  that  maybe,  just  maybe,  our  time  here  passed  a  little  too  quickly.
